Two Italian destroyers intercepted two 
Rurkish destroyers that Were leaving Pre- 
vesa. The Italians fired and pierced the hull 
6f one of the Turkish destroy ers, which Was 
rin ashore byits.men, Elght of the” crew 
were drowned and the commander was Killed. 
The other Turkish boat reached Prevesa 
gafely. 

The report that Italians have landed north 
a Prevesa and occupied the customs house 
i* régarded in diplomatic circles as unlikely, 
‘because Of the complications such a step 
would be bound to provoke. Moreover, it is 
said that Italy instructed her réepresenta- 
tives in the Balkans to avoid any action likely 
to disturb the status quo. 

: Turkish Fleet Is Safe. 

Official annouricement is made that the 
Turkish squadron has returned from Beirut 
Without loss, 

It is atinounced from Janiha that twé Ital 
jan warships yesterday bombarded thé port 
of Reschadie and the torpedo boats lying 
in that harbor, owe of which was damaged 
end landed its crew.

Too Late for Intervention. 

Much is hoped from intervention by the 
powers, but it is reported that the sultan’s 
Personal appeal to the king of England has 
elicited a reply to the effect that it is too 
late for the powers to take such political 
Sction as Tirkey desires.

Curtis H. Remy, for many years oné of the 
leaders of the Chicage bar and a man of 
wide reputation in his profession, died in St 


Iuke's hospital early yesterday morning, 


from a self-inflicted bullet wound. ° 

Circumstances infiicate that the bullet was 
fired with suicidal intent, although the dying 
attorney murmured several times that ii 
Was an accident, and that he did not know 
the revolver was loaded Remy shot him- 
self while in Kis room if thé Hotel Victoria, 
332 South Clark street, where -hée has been 
living for six months. 

It is only @ few years since Rethy was inti- 
mately essoeiated with men of the first rank 
in Chicago. He was considered & man of 
wealth, enjoying a large income from his 
law practicés 


Fortune and Friends Gone. 
At the time of his death, he had become 


practically a dérelict, estranged from his 


family and former friends. His fortune and 
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practice of thef® religion, and urged them 
as citizens of the United States to take a 
patriotic part in every measure that con- 
tributes to the vrogress of the common- 
wealth. 

“" No man should be 4 drone in the Social 
beehive,’ said his eminente. ‘‘ No citizen 
shoUld be ah indifferent spectetor of the 
pdlitical, moral, and ée¢onomi¢ questions that 
are agftated around him. 

" At the present moment there are three 
political problems which are engaging the 
serious attention of our public men. 

“It is proposed that United States senators 
should be elected by popular vote ifstead of 
being chosen by the state lecislatures. as is 
prescribed by the constitution. 

” It is proposed that the acts of our legis- 
latures, before they have the force of law, 
thould be submitted to the suffrage of the 
people who would have the right to vote. 

“It is proposed to recall or remove an un- 
popular judge befote the expiration of his 
term of office. : 


Doubts Wisdom of Change. 

*No obe questions the ability, the sin- 
cerity, and patriotism of the advocates of 
these changes in our organic laws. But 
I ‘hope. I may not be presumptuous in say- 
ing that, in my opinion, the wisdom of the 
proposed amendments miust be sertousiy 
awestioned. 

* The election of s¢nators by the votes 
of the people involves the destruction of a 
strong bulwark against dangerous popular 
encroachments, The reason given for the 
contemplated change is that many of ouy 
state legislatures are charged with being 
venal, and that it is easier to corrupt a legis- 
lature than the whole people. 

“In reply 1 would say: If you cannot 
trust the Members of the legislature, how 
can you trust their constituents from whom 
they @pring? If you cannot confide tn our 
législatures you cannot confide in human 
government, nor in human nfature itself. If 
a few of our legislatures ha¥e been found 
guilty of bribery, it 18 Most Yojust to in- 
vpive all the others in whet condemnation. 
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the mystery of the murder of his wife. 

When the doctor had completed his ad- 
missions the story of how the young woman 
whose body was found in the woods of Ogie 
county—later identified as Mrs. Bessie Kent 
Webster—had come to her death Was a mat- 
ter of police redord. It was a story sordid 
@nd tragic, of the interhe’s intrigue with a 
young nurse, his marriage with a rich girl, 
and a subsequent forced marriage to the 
Woman he hed wronged. 

After withstanding a grillmg for several 
hours at the hands of Chicago police officials 
and representatives of Ogie county Dr. Wed- 
ster collapsed Without waiting for direct 
questions he allowed a torrent of admissions 
to burst from his lips. 

He admitted he had killed the woman he 
met and loved in thé hospital wards and who 
thceught she was his wife. The act, he said, 
Was a result of ewift Passion and was not 
pi emeditated. 


Exonerates Miss Sexsmith. 

The physician's words exonerated from 
blame Miss Mabel Sexsmith, the trained 
nurse-detective he had employed to obtain 
evidence on which to base a divorce suit. 
Miss Sexsmith, who, half prostrated, had 
been held under arrest, was released. 

The confession was made in the office of 
Capt. Bernard Baer at the East Chicago 
avenue police station. It was heard by only 
three «¢pefsone—Sheriff W. P, Delaney and 
States Attorney W. J. Emersot of Ogle 
county, and a woman stenographer. 

Inspector John L. vere and Capt. Baer, 
who had been prese through the earlier 
hours of the ¢ross questioning. had gone to 
lunch, leaving’ the visitors from Ogle county 
alone with the physician. 

Through the window the little group could 
be seen at 2:40 o cloek in the afternoon, silent- 
ly waiting for the return of the inspector. 
Dr Webster, stoically calm was preparing 
himeelf for the resumption of the interview. 


yA te? Dr. Webster's head fell forward 
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| his practice had been swept away through 


intemperance and unfortunate investments. 

Victor A. Remy, a son of the dead man, 
said his father’s death was ah accident. The 
report of the police states that “‘ while under 
the influence of liquor he shot himself over 
the heart in his room with his own revolver.” 

Remy had been drinking heavil? of late. 
He brooded over his downfall, loss of his 
position in his profession, and his strait- 
enéd circumstances. It was only to his most 
intimate friends, however, that he told his 
troubles. 

The attorney retired to his room shortly 
after 8 o'clock Saturday night, according to 
attachés of the hotel. The first intimation 
of the sheoting came when Hemy Called the 
night clerk, H. A. Mowrey, on the telehpone, 

‘‘Bend Dr. Stringfield up here right away. 
I have hurt myself,’ Mowrey heard Remy 
Bay. 

After summoning Dr. Stfingfield, house 
physician, Mowrey hurried to Remy's room, 
where he found the attorney lying on the 
floor. He waés clad only in his nightgown 
and was bleeding from a wound over his 
heart. Near him lay a revolver with one 
chamber erpty. He was still constious, but 
unable to speak coherently. 


\% Member of Many Clubs. 

Remy was born near Hope, Ind, in 1852 
After beifig admitted to the bar in Indiana 
he worked in the law offices of Gen. Thomas” 
M. Browne and Judge Byron K. Elliott of 
the Supreme court of Indiana. He came 
to Chicago in 1876 and formed a partner- 
ship with the late Judge John C. Chumasero 

In 1882 hé becathe a member of the firm 
of Flower. Remy & Gregory. After the dis- 
sciution of this firm he joined Attorney 
Joseph B Mann, now of Danville. of late 
years he practiced alone. His chents fin- 
ally dropped from him one by one. 

At the height of his career Remy was a 
member of the Union League club, Evanston 
club. and Evanston Boét club. He built s 
beautiful home at 1622 Forest place, Evans- 
ton. where he lived for many years. 

He is survived by a widow. two sons, and 
a daughter. The widow and daughter have 
been in Clifton Springs, N. Y., for two years.

FROM 150 to 300; 
LOSS $6,000,000 
Authorities Plan Inquiry 


to Fix Responsibility 
for Disaster. 


TAKE CENSUS OF LIVING 
Rescuers Work All Day in Rain, 
but Make Littie Head- 
way with Debris. 


SURVIVORS TELL OF HORROR 


Austin, Pa., Oct. 1—Bstimates of the loss 
of life in the flood that overwhelmed the 
town of Austin yesterday diminished today 
when an army of volunteer rescuers workcd 
its way into the masses, of wreckage. In the 
opinion of many on the ground the number 
of deaths will not reach 150, while the less 
hopeful place the list of fatalities at 300. 

The property loss will exceed $6,000,000, and 
it is the general opinion that the town hever 
will be rebuilt. At least one of the large 
plants will not be reconstructéd, and a ma- 
jority of the business men of the place have 
been financially ruined. 

State officials in charge of the situation, 
after a hasty canvass of the population, ex- 
pressed the belief that not more than 160 
were dead th the wreckage. Chief of Police 
D. E. Baker, however, believes that fully 300 
are dead or missing. 


“Will Begin Investigation, 

' Investigation into the causé of the break- 
ing of the dem will be started at once, ac-- 
cording to officialé in charge of the work of 
rescue. That there had been constant danger 
‘of “the catastrophe of vesterday, due to the 
instability of the structure under great water 
pressure, wae known to many residents of 
the. town, and a thorough ffivestigation is 
demanded by many of the survivors. 

A survivor, Luther D. Setber®Paiaed by the 
authorities, has begun a censits of the living 
and dead and is interviewing every man he 
can find. As many of the survivors are for- 
eigners. he is having hard werk to be under- 
stood. 
tomorrow. 

One of the most pathetic in the long list of 
tragedies is the case of lames Leeman, a 
night worker, who was as/ecep In his hotme and 
did not hear the alarm. When the rush of 
water Swallowed up his little house he was 
tossed out upon a pile of floating débris and 
eventually floated to a landing a mile and 
a half below the village. ‘““ounded and 
bruised, he made his way back, only to find 
that his wife and four children had perished. 
Leeman went violently insane. 

Morgues on Two Sides of Town. 

Two morgués were established during the 
afternoon. One is in the high sehool build- 
ing and is for the reception of all bodies 
taken from the east side of the valley. The 
other is in the old Odd Fellows building for 
the bodies taken from the wteckage on the 
west side of the town. 

‘The SH men who had toiled 
heavy rein 
with the coming ofedarkness 
had moved mighty heaps of débris, 
tire. and worked on without food, seeking to 
rernove vodies of the dead, they realized that 
their hardest task lay before them and pre- 
pared to get all the rest possible for tomor-

At Cos- 
tello, while there was a heavy financial juss, 
it was said that not more than three persons 


were dead. Beyond that point no fatalities 


have been reported. 
The surviviors will not suffer from hunger 


or lack of care, as the supplies and medical 
assistance rushed to the scene seem ample 
to care for them. E. F. Bicknell, national 
director of the National Red Cross , also er. 

rived today, bringing with him $15,000 in cash 
for immediate aid to the flood victims. Of the 
eight injured in the hosiptale none fs fatelly 
hurt. 

The homeles havé all been provided with 
shelter. On the outskirts of Austin are a 
number of houses which were vacated by 
workers in the Goodyear mill when that plant 
was digmantied, These houses have been 
flied with homeless people. The residents of 
Keating Summit have taken in others to the 
number of several hundred. Provisions con- 
tinue to arrive in large quantitics anG there 
will be no suffering from lack of food. 

Many evidences of the'tremendous power 
of the flood were seen today by the workers 
in the town. Engines weighing twenty-five

The greategt damage was done by the piles 
of cut lumber swept before the flood. This 
acted as a great battering ram, which swept 
buildings from their foundations and un- 
questionably caused the deaths of scores who 
otherwise might have escaped efter surviving 
the first rush of the water 

Spectators See Utter Risin. 

Spectators, many of Whom barely escaped 
being victims of the disaster, anal hundreds 
of others from surrounding towns. looked 
down from the steep hillsides on Austin 
throigh a veil of fog this morning to see the 


“wreckage of some 400 houses, a écore of busi- 


ness blocks, three churches, and several 
large lumber mills. Three miles further down 
the river, at Costello. more than fifty build- 
ings were in ruins. 

The flood did not spend its force until it 
raced fof more thafi ten miles from the reser- 
voir. Wharton, still further on, suffered 
somewhat, but is practically intact. 

During the night searching parties, with 
engine héadlights, automobile lamps, pine 
torches, and improvised lanterrs of every 
sort, poked their way into every pile of 
wreckage that Was accessible. seeking any 
who mighebe alive, but scarcely a body was 
found in which life was not extinct. 

The night had been one of hardship and 
horror Whith severely tested the mettle of 
the men whom circumstance had impressed 
into first ald rea@cuers of the flood devastated 


village. 
Devastated Area Defined. 

Tite immediate ecene of the obliteration of 
Austin covers an area three-eighths of a 
mile wide and one and three-quarters miles 
long. This comprised the business section 
ané the valley residence portion, and was 
tourded by Main, Ruckaber, and Thorn 
streets and Costello avenue, crossed by 


leeser thoroughfares. Nearly a mile above 


stoof the mammotb concrete dam. 

Directly in front of the dam stood the 
plant of the Bayless company, with four 
main buildings. Stacked high near by were 
700,000 eords of fifty inch wood and slabs, and 
also a portion of the companys inimense 
timber stock, totaling in the Austin valley 
15.000,000 feet of hardwood and 235,000,000 of 
hemlock This was a five year supply, prac- 
tically the last large cut of the region. It 
was valued at $2,000,000. 

A mill stream, Freeman run, 
through the town !nto Sinnemahofiing creek, 
leading to the Susquehanna river.

She 
screamed and pointed down to Main street 
where four school girls were walking along, 
arm in arm, looking into the sky for sparks.

On one side was a shoe shop, 4 
dentist's establishment, a billiard room, a 
tailor shop, the Goodyear hotel, a barber 
shop, a jewelry store, another where hard- 
ware was solg a grocery store, and the bank. 
Opposite was the Commercial hotel, a res- 
taurant, another grocery, a drug store, two 
haberdashers, a meat market, an undertak- 
ing establishment, and the inevitable moving 
picture show, labeled “‘ Dreamland.” 


Girl Saved by Chance. 

A girl named Madge Nelson, whose father 
and mother were drowned, saved herself be- 
cause she went back into the house to get a 
coet. While she was on the upper floor thé 
house about her broke into three pieces. She 
threw her arms about a feather bed and was 
found, perfectly safe, half a mile below. 

Joe McKinney’s 3 year old boy was carried 
out of the house by his mother and they were 
caught up together. The mother held her 
boy above the water. She was dead when 
they found her, but the youngster looked up 
at the man who grasped his arm and said: 
“Is that thing coming again? My mamma 
couldn't hold me any longer. She couldz’t 
walk any farther.” [ 

The Rev. Father P. W. O'Brien ran into 
thé street when he saw the tossifig pulp 
wood bearing .down upon him. He gained 
the hil’. but he saw his house swirled 150 
feet down stream and brushed against the 
hil, When_it came to rest, practically 
a wreck, but still a shelter of a kind, the 
priest took in many who were without placés 
of refuge.

Mill Hands Cheat Death. 

Employés of the Bayless pulp and paper 
mill had as thrilling experiences as any. 
There were 250 hands at work when the flood 
came. Fifty of them were young women em- 
ployed on the first floor. It is thought that 
all but five of these escaped. A dozen were 
injured. 

M. A. Devereaux, who was émployed in the 
grinding room, grasped the shafting above 
him when he saw the wall of the mill cave in. 
The whirring countershaft caused him to 
lose his grip and he sank in the waters rush- 
ing under him. He was again tossed up ana 
caught in the tangled machinery, from which 
he was extricated after calling for two hours 
for help. He was taken to the hospital with 
both legs broken. 

Emery Worth, who was working in the 
tying room, described the first warning of 
the flood as a hissing noise. “ Thinking a 
gteam pipe had blown up,” he said; ‘ I looked 
up from my work just in time to see the room 
cavein. I was thrown out of the window and 
on to the roof, which landed me high and dry 
on the hill.” Worth is at the hospital geri- 
ously injured. 

Girl Tells of Losing Leg. 

Mary Blaitz, an employé in the counting 
room, told the reporters in the hospital today 
how it feels to have a leg amputated with an 
ax.. ‘I was busy at my books,” she said, 
“when suddenly there lurched through the 
wall one of the big pulp grinding stones of 
the mill. As I leaped aside to avoid it the 
ceiling caved in and the water followed and 
passed over me. Rescuers found me later 
pinned beneath the grinding stone. They 
tried to release me, but failed. The great 
stone was too big to move, and I felt as if 
I surely should die there. 

“*Get an ax and cut off my leg,’ I told 
them. But no man would volunteer. ‘Cut 
it off,’ I pleaded. * You can stand it ifI can.’ 

“T looked up and saw Joe Venarge, a 
friend of mine. ‘ You do it, Joe, for me,’ I 
pleaded. I was in awful pain, and nothing 
could be worse torture than what I was en- 
during. °*I—I can’t do that, Mary,’ he said. 

**T asked a big man back of him to do it. 
He picked up the ax. By the lantern light I 
eaw the desce@fing blade giisten. I think he 
chopped it four or five times before they 
could pry me loose.’ 

At the hospital Dr. Ashcraft said the 
plucky girl would recover. 

Thows Son to Safety. 

Joseph McKinney, ar employé in the grind- 
ing mill, struggled to get over the board 
fence topped with barbed wire, which proved 
a death trap for scores. He had his little 
ehild by the ‘hand. Unable to get over him- 
self, McKinney threw his child over the 
fence to safety and met death in the waters.

Omaha, Neb., Oct. 1.—President Taft did 
not learn the details of the disaster at Austin, 
Pa., until today. 

‘He immediately sent telegrams of sym- 
pathy to the mayors of the three towns, 
directing the acting secretary of war to dis- | 
Patch an Officer at once to the scene to de- 
termine What ald can be given by the federal 
government. and sent a message to Miss 
Mabel T- Boardman, active head of the Red 
Cross, saying that, as president of the Red 
Cross, he had offered the assistance of that 
Organization. 

In his telegrams to the mayor of Austin Mr. 
Taft said: 

“I have been shocked and horrified by the 
news of the.catastrophe that has befallen 
your thriving village. I want to express to you 
my sympathy as an Individual and as presi- 
dent of the United States, in which Iam sure 
the entire nation joins. Such assistance as 
can be given by the government or the Red 
Cross is at your disposal. Please wire me 
at Omaha as to the extent of the disaster 
and as to your needs."’ 

The president also sent a telegram to Gov.

DIES FOR MOTHER AND BABE. 


Unknown Woman Helps Pair to Safety 
at the Cost of Her Own 
Life. 


Austin, Pa, Oct. L—It was shown this 
morning that here was need of a strong hand 
to guard the town. Pillagers had been at 
work during the night following the rumor 
that the vaults of the Austin bank and the 
safes of several stores had been wrecked. 
The rumor was not true. 

Chief of Police Daniel Baker of Austin, one 
of the survivors, with the assistance of Er- 
nest Hamilton and a number of constables 
from nearby towns, maintained as good order 
as could be expected throughout the night 
and until the arrival of a company of the 
state constabulary this morning. 

There were eighty mounted men in the 
state squad, but on account of the wreckage 
in the valley it was found not practicable to 
picket the ruins of the village on horseback. 

Lines were established and only workers 
and searchers were allowed to pass them. 

During the forenoon Chief Baker discovered 
a man and a woman removing a watch from 
a man's pocket, but to attempt an arrest 
was useless, and the pair got away after some 
rough handling by the crowd. 

In the wreckage of three stores he found 
that the cash registers had been broken 
open and the contents stolen. One man with 
three watches was locked up in a freight car.

“When eompleted there w one small 
vertical crack 51.8 feet to the right of the 
spillway.

KILLING WOMAN 


Hi. E. Webster Tells How He 
Slashed “Wife” to Death 
After Fight in Buggy. 


FOLLOWS HIM ON TRAIN. 


In Tragic Story He Reveals How 
He Wed Her Ten Days After 
Marriage to Iowa Girl.

‘Dr. Webster has made a complete confes- 
sion,” said State’s Attorney Emerson. “ He 
failed to clear up some of the points that 
still mystify us, but admits frankly that he 
killed Mrs. Bessie Kent Webster. Because 
of these discrepancies which remain we can- 
not make public at present all that transpired 
in the captain's room.” 


Chief Details of Confession. 
The stenographer’s notes of the confession. 
censored by the blue pencil of Attorney Em- 
e-son, are as follows:

“ Yes, I killed her. I'll have to admit inthe 


end, anyhow, and I might as well tell you now 
and have it over with. I can't stand this any 
longer.

‘When I got off the train at Dixon Friday 
night, Sept. 15, on my vacation, I thought 
she was in Chicago. I! heard a ‘voice behind 
me and there she was. She got off the ‘rain 
I had beenon. We had an argument and we 
poth got angry, but finally we went to a hotel. 
I had some whisky and we drank it. 

“The next morning we got up about 9 
o’clack and went over to a restaurant for 
breakfast. We drank some more whisky.

Just as Webster concluded this story of 
the murder Capt. Baer and Inspector Revere 
returned. They went to work at once with 
Attorney Emerson and Sheriff Delaney to fill 
in details and to straighten out discrep- 
ancies.

While Dr. Webster wag making his con- 
fession, Mrs. Zoe Varney Webster of Cedar 
Rapids, whom he married ten days before 
his “union” with Bessie Kent, was pros- 
trated in another part of the police station. 
Later she wag taken to Passavant hospital) 
in a hysterical condition. 

She had come to Chicago fronj her Iowa 
home, unaware of what had transpired, to 
spend a few days with her husband. When 
she alighted from thetrain Saturday evening 
the young woman knew nothing of the trouble 
that beset Dr. Webster. 

In-the. hours that followed the physician 
yndeceived her. He took her to the Grant 
hotel and registered there as ‘‘ Mr. and Mrs. 
H. EB. Varney.” She did not see the name, 
but was surprised when the clerk addreased 
her husband as ‘’ Mr. Varney.” 

Once In their room, Dr. Webster began to 
unburden himself. He told his wife how he 
had become entangled with a nuree, Miss 
Bessie Kent, and how, subsequent to his mar- 
riage in Cedar Rapids, he had been forced to 
give this nurse the protection of hie name. 


Doctor Captured at Hospital. 


When Dr. Webster left the hotel at 2:80 |/ 


o’clock yesterday morning to go to hie duties 

t the Polyclinic hospital, he had told of 
everything except what had transpired in 
the Ogle county forest. He admitted “ wife 
No. 2” was missing and that he was sus- 
pected of having had something to do with 


her disappearance. 
Dr. Webster reached the hospital shortly 


before 3 o'clock: Detectives from the East 


Chicago avenue station were waiting for 
him. He accompanied them to the police 
station without @ vrotest and was locked up 
in the cell. 

At 7 o'clock yesterday morning Mrs, Zoe 
Varney Webster, who had been notified of 
his arrest, arrived at the police station. Capt. 
Baer had met her at the Northwestern sta- 
tion, as she was about to take a train for 
Cedar Rapids to tell her parents of Dr. Web- 


ster's difficulties. 
“ Dr. Webster has been arrested,” said the 


captain. . 

“©, take me to him!” she exclaimed. 

At the police station Mrs, Webster was re- 
fused permission to see the physician. Thea 
ahe broke down. ~ 

An hour later Miss Sexsmith, for whom

the station and told who she was. Ina talk 
with Capt. Baer she said that all she knew 
of the troubles of Dr. Webster and Mrs. 
Bessie Kent Webster had been contained 


in the affidavit filed with his divorce bill. 


Miss Sexsmith was held at the station until 
Dr. Webster’s confession cleared her of any 
suspicion. It was 10:30 o’ elock when the 
physician, hagard and unshaven, was tnken 
from his cell and led to the captatn’e office, 


where the confession was made. 


Writes Letter as “Alibi.” 

A letter, written by Dr. Webster at the 
Polyclinic hospital Sept. 23 and hinting at 
the alibi he intended to establish, should the 
body in the woods be identified and suspi- 
cion fall upon him, came into the hands of a 
TRIBUNE reporter at Dixon. In it he said;

_ REVENGE CAUSE 


Monmouth, Ill, Man, .Wife, 
and Daughter Slain with 
Ax While Asleep. 


SEARCH FOR EX-CONVICK 


Victim Had Given Information 
Which Sent Former Friend , 
to Prison. 


Monmouth, I!l., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—The 
bodies of William E. Dawson, his wife, and 
their 18 year oid daughter, Georgia, today 
were found is’ their beds. They had been 
killed by blows with an ax while asleep. 

The authorities have sent out a call for the 
arrest of an ex-convict against whom Daw-~ 
eon is said to have given information which 
led to conviction on the charge of hores 
stealing. The man was released from the 
Joliet penitentiary several months ago and 
since that time is said to have threatened 
that he would kill Dawson 


Even Ax Was Taken Away. | 
Outside of this meager information there 
is ne clew on which to Lase a search for 
the murderer. Even the ax with which the 
three persons were killed was taken away 
by their slayer or was hidden somewhere 
about the house. 

Bloodhounds which arrived from Decatur 
tonight were placed on the trail, but failed 
to follow it far from the scene of the crime. 

There were no other members of the Daws 
son family in town when the attack wag 
made on their house some time during. the 
night, the three other children having gone 
to the country to spend the day. They 
knew nothing of the tragedy until they 
arrived home this evening. 


Churchmen Discover Crime. 

The discovery of the crime was made by 
members of the First Presbyterian church, 
where Dawson has been janitor for the last 
year or so, When he failed to show up for 
duty this morning, two of the members went 
to the Dawson house to get a key. 

Unable to reach any one by knocking, they 
went to the rear door and found it unlocked, 
Entering the house they discovered in one 
bedroom the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Dawson 
and in an adjoining room the body of Georgia. 
Evidently a single heavy blow had been 
dealt each on the head, fracturing the skull. 

The bedies had bern carefully wrapped up 
in sheets. There were no signs of disorder 
about the rooms, whicn showed there had 
been no struggle. The motive could not 
bave been robbery, as $40 was found in the 
pockets of Dawson's clothing. Neighbors 
heard no noise from the Daweon house dui 
ing the night. ) 


Reforms After Prison Term 

Dawson served several years in the peniten- 
tiary, but later he reformed and has been 
industrious and lawabiding. He had no enée 
mies as far as is known, outside of the friend 
of former years who declared vengeance on 
him for turning state’s evidence. Both he 
and his wife and ali of their family were 
earnest church workers.

President Reaches Omaha After Long 
 Delay—Hamlet Entertains Him Seven 
Hours—Routed on Different Roads. 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 1—President Taft ar- 
rived tonight from Sedalia, Mo., eleven hours 
late, after a perilous trip over flood damaged 
railroads. 

The Taft train was caught in a storm in 
northeastern Kansas and eastern Nebraska, 
during which eight inches of rain fell. Creeks 
and rivers overflowed their Danks and rail- 
road travel was impeded. Several small 
bridges were swept away and a portion of 
the tracks over which the president traveled 
were covered with more than a foot of water. 

The Taft’ special was held:out at Rush- 
ville, Mo., for seven hours and there was a, 
two hour delay at Falls City waiting for the 
fiood to subside, Section hands along the 
Missouri Pacific system were ordered out by 
the hundreds. In several places the tracks 
were lifted on jacks and propped up on piles 
of cross ties. To hold these in place many 
tons of rock were dumped on to the roadbed. 

Every possible care was taken to insurethe 
presicent’s safety and before his train was 
sent over the dangerous stretches a pilot 
train preceded it. It was the most dangerous 
railroading the president has ever experi- 
enced. 

The president stood on the rear platform 
as the train crawled over the flooded tracks. 
At Littles the water was within an inch of 
the top of the rails. At Verdon, Neb., the 
overflow from the Nemaha river swirled 
along beside the tracks with a current of ten 
to twelve miles an hour. 

General Manager De Bernardi, of the Mis- 
souri Pacific system, took personal charge of 
the president's train and brought it through 
to Omaha, the first train to get out of the 
flooded district tonight. ‘ 

Owing to the washouts it was decided on 
reaching Atchison to try to get Mr. Taft 
through over the Rock Island lines. Rush- 
ville, five miles away, was reached in safety. 
There the seriousness of the storm first was 
realized.

RULE OF SUBWAY 


Aldermen Today Will Attack 


Plan for Commission Con- 
trolléd Wholly by Mayor. 


SEIZES COUNCIL'S POWER. 


Opponents Say Aldermanic Body 
Should Say How People’s 
Money Is Expended. 


Mayor Harrison's scheme of passenger 
subway construction faces a crisis today. 
His plan to appoint a subway commission, 
which will work solely under his direction, 
will meet with serious opposition from mem- 
bers of the city council. 

The attack on the mayor's scheme will 
first be made this afternoon at a meeting of 
the council local transportation committee. 
Tonight, it is expected, the fight will be re- 
sumed at the session of the council 

First opposition to the scheme of appoint- 
ing a commission, outlined by the mayorina 
proposed ordinance which he himself sent 
to the council, developed last Wednesday 
at a meeting of the committee. The oppo- 
sition was strong enough to secure the post- 
ponement of action. In the meantime those 
who oppose the ordinance in its present form 
have heen busy preparing for the attack 
today. 


Oppose Power Mayor Seeks. 

Most of the aldermen do not object to the 
appointment of a commission. What they do 
object to is giving the mayor absolute power 
to direct and contro! the operations of this 
body. Under the proposed ordinance the 
aldermen’s only power will be the location 
of routes of the subway. Many object to 
this. They say they should have something 
to say regarding the planning of the subway 
system, a8 well as to how far it should extend 
and how much money should be spent. 

Many of the aldermen assert that the coun- 
cll should vote on the question of whether 
Chicago wants subways before appointing 
@ commission to outline @ system. This is 
the issue on which certain aldermen will try 
to block the mayor's plan for the appointment 
of a commission at this time. Ald. Jens N. 
Hyldahi is expected to lead the attack. 

*“J’am opposed to the appointment ‘of a 
commission,” he said yesterday, ‘ prior to 
action on the subway question by the council. 
I think we should first decide whether or not 
we want subways. 


Takes Away Council’s Power. 

“This ordinance the mayor sént to the 
council,” he continued, “ takes _ away the 
power of the aldermen to control this com- 
mission, should one be appointed. It places 
the commission entirely under the jurisdic- 
tion of. the mayor and subject to his orders 
only. 

“Tf the council fs going to vote to spend 
millions of the city’s money, I think it should 
have something to say as to how it should 
be spent.”’

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FISHER DEFENDS 
COAL LAND VALUES 


Secretary of Interior Says 
Prices Fixed by U. 8. Do Not 
Create Monopoly. 


HIS REPLY TO MONDELL. 


Insists System Prevents Purchase 
of Large Areas Without 
Development. 


Gecretary of the Interior Walter L. Fisher 
maintained that the policy of the govern- 
ment with relation to the vaiuation of public 
coal lands is not open to criticisms advanced 
against it, and that it is designed to pre- 
vent monopolization and to encourage devel- 


opment. 

He made this statement last night in 
reply to protests against that policy sub- 
mitted to him last June by Congressman 
Frank W. Mondell of Wyoming. 

Mondell charged that prices fixed by the 
government on public coal lands were pro- 
hibitive, that they paralyzed the coal indus- 
try of the west, resulted in increasing the 
cost of coal to the consumer from 50 cents to 
$1 a ton, and created monopoly in the hands 
of the government and those who acquired 
coal land prior to the adoption of the classi- 
fication policy July J, 1907. 


Explains Fixing of Prices. 

Secretary Fisher suggests that a liberal, 
the subject before formulating a reply. 

“The prices now fixed, 
tary Fisher in his letter to Mr. Mondell, 
“are designed not to create monopoly in 
the hands of present owners of coal land, but 
to prevent monopoly by making it unprofit- 
able to purchase large areas for indefinite 
holding without development. This, in fact, 
is the constant aim of the department; to 
make prices low enough to encourage pur- 
chases for immediate development, yet suf- 
ficiently high to discourage purchases for 
long time holdings for speculation or monop- 
olization. 

* Prices prohibiting development would be 
inimical to the present interests of the west; 
prices permitting purchases with a view to 
monopolization would be inimical to their 
future interests. The sole object, there- 
fore, is to so value the lands as to permit 
development and to prohibit speculation. 

“In view of all the facts, however, I am 
convinced that the prices now being placed 
on the public coal lands are neither unrea- 
sonable nor exorbitant.” 


Suggests a Leasing System. 

Secretary iFsher suggests that a liberal, 
but wisely protected leasing law might be 
found to promote developments more vigor- 
ously than any system of outright purchese; 
such as has been the case in Australia and 
New Zealand, and adopted by Cute in. its 
Yukon. territory. 

The secretary gives statistics ditleme that 
since the adoption of the classification sys- 
tem the sales of public coal lands haxe In- 
creased 12% per cent in acreage and/36 per 
cent in value as compared with the four 
fiscal years preceding, and that in the first 
year of the classification system, the sales 
exceeded by 100 per cent the average of the 
four years immediately preceding. 

Secretary Fisher further said’that “it is’ 
plainly impossible that the net result ofthe 
classification policy has been to 
the cost of coal to the consumer te cen, 
to $1 a ton, since the maximum ce is only 
8 cents a ton.” 

The valuation which the department under 
the present scheme of classification places 
on any given tract of coal land, he says, is 
based primarily upon the tonnage and quality 
of coal which underlies that tract, so that the 
purchaser, instead of paying-a flat rate per 
acre, pays by the ton for the coal which he 
buys at values graded according to the 
character of the coal. 

Referring to Mr. Monlell’s charge that 
millions of acres are rated at values above 
$180 an acre as “ the highest price paid " by 
coal purchasers, Secretary Fisher says that 
there cannot be millions of acres of classified 
lands so rated, since only 16,000,000 of coal 
lands so rated, since only 16,000,000 acres of 
coal lands in the country have been priced to 
date.

NAME WINTER MILK PRICES: 
RETAIL RATE IS THE SAME. 


Producers Get Slight Increase—Bottling 
Companies Refuse Greater Demands 
—Charge Agreement. 


Winter prices for milk went into effect yes- 
terday. From Oct. 1 until April l dairymen 
of Wisconsin, llinois, and Indiana will re- 
ceive 3% cents a quart instead of 2% cents, 
the summer price. The retail price will be 
unchanged, according to the producers, it 
being adjusted to 8 cents a quart by the big 
retail concerns. 

The Milk Producers’ association, composed 
of 4,000 Gairymen of the three states, asked 
this year for a winter price of 4% cents a 
quart, but the Borden Milk company, which 
is said to virtually fix the wholesale price, 
refused the advance. The Price which the 
dairymen wil! receive this winter is 7% cents 
per 100 pounds less than was given them 
last winter. 

There is no appeal from the price fixed by 
the Borden company, as the lead of that 
corporation is said to be followed by all 
the other large retail concerns. The pres- 
ent rate makes an average of 3 3-16 cents a 
quart for the year round, or 4 and 13-16 
cents less than the consumer pays the re-

As the matter stands, Solon is in his posi- 
tion under a court order which, there are 
substantial reasons for believing, was en- 
tered upon an erroneous statement of mate- 
rial facts. Im other words, he is in wrong- 
fully, not in defiance of the civil service law 
but in evasion of it, which is worse. 
The case smells to heaven and should 
be fought to a finish. Eispecialty is it im- 
portant to establish responsibility fer the 
false transcript which was the whole basis 
for Solon’s success. 


‘CARRYING CONCEALED WEAPONS. 

Last week a New York judge sentenced 
‘aman to servea year in the penitentiary for 
carrying a pistol without a permit. This 
‘was the first conviction under the new law, 
which makes the mere possession of a pistol 
without a license a misdemeanor and carry- 
ing it concealed on the person a felony. 

The law has some rigid provisions gov- 
erning the sale of firearms which could 
profitably be copied here. The _ seller, 
whether retail dealer, pawnbroker, or other- 
wise, has to keep a'register in which are 
entered. the date of sale, the name, age, oc- 
cupation, and residence of the purchaser, 
together with the caliber, make, and manu- 
facturer’s number, or other marks of identi- 
fication of the weapon. The seller must re- 
quire the purehaser te produce his permit 
for possessing or carrying a pistol and must 
enter in his register its number and the 
name of the magistrate or officer by whom 
granted. A failure to comply with these 
requirements is a misdemeanor. So is it to 
sel] to any person wnder 16 years of age. 

It may be said that even if these provi- 
sions be well enforced criminal! characters 
who are determined to arm themselves will 
manage somehow to get them. That is true 
enough, but even’ in the case of criminals 
the possibility of a penitentiary sentence 
may mnake them more careful about carrying 
deadly weapons. It should deter those who 
do not belong to the criminal classes, but 
who have contracted the dangerous revolver 
habit. 

The man whose case was mentioned 
above—he.is an Italian—said that he had 
earried a revolver for two. years and that 
~ all-his friends did; that it was “ customary ” 
to carry pistols. It is most desirable to put 
a stop to a custom which in the event of an 
angry dispute might result in a murder. 

The Chicago police authorities should 
watch the workings of the New York law. 
If it shall prove a success the legislature 
should be asked to make it a part of the 
Illinois criminal code. 
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GOOD HOUSING FOR WAGE EARNERS 

The other day a man who has had much 
to do with the study of the congestion of 
population in New York City told the inter- 
national municipal congress that “ good 
housing at reasonable rents for wage earn- 
ers in American cities cannot be provided 
while we continue our present policy of tax- 
ing buildings at the same rate as land.” 

There are tens of sands of wage 
earners in the great ¢ who pay exorbi- 
tant rents for limited space in tenements 
which are too often insanitary. Conditions 
are not so bail in some respects as they once 
were. There are laws, not so well enforced 
as they should be, which recognize the fact 
that light and a sufficiency of air are essen- 
tial to good health. Yet we have not 
reached the point where the poorer wage 
earner can get for himself and family at a 
moderate rate the decent and reasonably 
spacious quarters they ought to heve. 
Would a reduced rate of taxation on build 
ings bring this about? 

The experience of Vancouver may throw 
a little light on the question. Fifteen years 
ago that city exempted from taxation 50 per 
cent of the value of buildings. A few years 
later it exempted 75 per cent, and now im- 
provements are not taxed atall. Practically 
‘the entire revenue of the ety comes from a 
tax on land values. 

Because of this policy Vancouver has 
more fine buildings than it would have had 
otherwise. It now costs a man no more in 
the way of taxes to put up a million dollar 
office building on his lot than it would if he 
put up a small, cheap structure. So he gives 
the preference to the former. He builds a 
better tenement house than he would if im- 
_ provements were taxable. Presumably s 

land owner would .do likewise in an Ameri- 
ean city if there were no taxation or lower 
taxation of buildings.

PLAN BETTER SEWAGE. 

N Friday morning the | preventi 

medicine section of thé, municipal 

congress considered questions tof 

sewage purification and water pro- 

tection. They yoted that no an- 
treated sewage, unless properly controlled, 
should be allowed to fldw into any waters 
of the great! lakes, that no noxious trade 
waste should be allowed to flow uncon- 
trolled into ithose waters, anf that the 
boats plying’ the great lakes should have 
proper facilities for sewage disposal and 
for water supplies. The proposition was 
made to make this conclusion apply to 
waters of streams used for drinking pur- 
poses, but it was voted that the meeting 
had been called to consider Jake problems 
only, 

It was hrought out that the public 
health service of the United States had 
found the typhoid rate high among lake 
sailors. Dr. Cobb (lof that service 
found that the methods’ which steamers 
pursue in taking water are frequently 
objectionable, Dr, Hastings of Toronto 
told of ship# using harbor water to wash 
their decks and then pumping drinking 
water from the cleaner parts of the lake 
but through these soiled pipes. 

Dr. Douglas of Winnipeg had shown 
how typhoid’ was spread by using pipes 
at times for polluted waters and at other 
times for drinking waters. Boats landing 
at Toronto fnust connect with the city 
mains and use city water to wash down 
the decks and also to fill their drinking 
tanks, 

It was suggested that ship sewage be 
run into the ship furnares. The. meeting 
organized the Great Lakes Basin Interna- 
tional Pure Water assoq@ation. The presi- 
dent elect is Dr. C. E. Ford, health officer 
of Cleveland, O.,. and the vice president is 
Dr. C. J. Hastings, health oflicer of To- 
ronto, Canada. Their object is to study 
the pollution of the lake waters with 
sewage and ‘trade waste, and to try to 
bring about appropriate governmental con- 
trol, <A bill for this purpose is now pend- 
ing in the Canadian parliament; Mr. Sul- 
ver of New York is working for American 
action, 

Of the states bordering on the lakes, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and In- 
diana have excellent laws and are pro- 
ceeding to execute them.

“IT had typhoid fever five years ago myself 


and I was extremely sick, having six severe 


hemorrhages, and fonthree days they sald I 


was so low that they expected me to wink out 


at any moment, but the up to date methods of.

‘‘ At the present time my youngest brother 
is in the hospital with this disease and is re- 
covering under the present methods of treat- 
ment. Now we were all strong and healthy 
men before we took this disease, living in 
different localities and none of us knew how 
we contracted the disease. Can you tell me 
the cause of this running through the 
family so far apart? Was it simply a coinci- 
dence? 

“ After having this disease once are we |m- 
mune from ft again? Such wonderful prog- 
ress has been made in the last twenty-five 
years, is it not probable that as much more 
progress will be made on the disease in the 
next twenty-five years as in the past? I 
think it will be made as curableasa cold and 
no more dangerous or that we may be made 
immune from it altogether.” 


REPLY. 

Ordinarily when typhoid rung through ea family 
it is due to infection by files or soiled fingers. 
Where infection is spreading in this way the 
case$S come closer together, the following cases 
developing before the peveening cases have recov- 
ered or soon thereafter. 

When the cases come within a few months of 
each other ft is proper to suspect that there is a 
carrier in the family or among those who serve the 
family with food. A certain noted carrier was 
diseoveredsto be such as the result of her remark- 
ing, ‘‘ For years wherever I have cooked somebody 
has had typhoid fever."’ 

A case thirty years ago, another twenty-seven 
years ago, one five years ago, and one this year 
fuggests coincidence rather than connection. There 
are recorded cases of carriers who have been such 
for many, years. There are intermittent carriers 
~Carriers who are not continuously capable of 
infection. This twenty-two year interval be- 
tween cases two and three makes the carrier ex- 
planation of al! the cases iiniikely. 

My suggestion fs that you Inquire into the poss!- 
bility of a carrier who could have given it to you 
and your brother now iil. If this ts eliminated 
your brother should tnquire as to the purity of the 
milk and water which he drank ten days before he 
got sick. Having had the disease once you are 
probably fmmune for life. There are second cases, 
but they are few. 

The typhoid rate In Berlin Is about one-sighth 
what it is in Chicago. The Chicago rate is about 
one-half the average American rate.

CHARGES AGAINST SCHOOL 
BOARD ANSWERED. 

Chicago, Sept. 23.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In repiy to the Constant Reader's com- 
plaint in Tue Tripune® that fund books are 
not given the poor students in the high 
schools, I want to sav that the Chicago board 
of education has entered upon a period of in- 
novations which I am sure will appeal to 

the taxpayers of Chicago. 

Last January, at the recommendation of 
Mrs. Young, the board of education created 
the new office of general business manager 
at the vearly salary of $10,000. He wae given 
an assistant drawing $5,000 a year. To make 
up for this evidently useless expenditure 
rooms containing less than forty-five pupils 
were closed and the children crowded into 
other rooms and principals were compelled 
to cut down the expenses of the schools by 
ordering less supplies for them; that is, com- 
pelling the children to buy their own books, 
paper, pencils, pens, ete. With the con-

“last January at the recommendation of

{fs Incorrect. The placing of all business de- 

partments under one head was a wise and 

economical plan, but the superimtendent of 

schools, who ts the head of the edueational 
department, had nothing to do with the 
recommendation, I understand that no ad- 

ditional assistants have been furnished Mr. 

Larson, but that the assistant to whom ref- 

erence is made in the letter is one who has 

held that position here for a great many 

years. 

The third statement, that “ ‘rooms contain. 

ing less than forty-five pupils have been

“The problem in Evanston will be pre- 
sented to the board of trustees of the sani- 
tary district to see what can be done, 
though it is doubtful that the board will be 
able to do any more with its corporate funds 
just at this time. The board will take into 
consideration that Evanston is * broke,’ how- 
ever, and will lend what astistance/it can.”’

HE Affair in the Barracks” !s a pro- 
longed, diffuse, and inconsequential 
éonversazione about the romance and 
intrigue which may environ life in a 
garrison of the German army. Its 
characters are garrulous, its action sluggish, its 
story trite, its situations anemic. At 11 p. m 
those concerned were discfiissing on the stage of 
the Grand opera house the comic whereabouts of 
the breeciies of arecrult, and the discovery of a 
sausage wrapped up in the sock ofa corporal. 
It was, no doubt, an expert discussion, for the 
actors employed by Mr. Tyler are invariably 
expensive and usually competent. But at that 
hour of the night the proceedings ought to have 
been of an agitating character, surprising, in- 
genious, “gripping,” as they say about melo- 
drama, inspiring interest in the welfare of the 
unhappy hero and his lady love. All that 
Mr. McLellan, the adapter, was able to dig out 
of his German best seller, however, was some 
pallid, atmospheric comedy, interspersed with 
that archaic expedient, the misplacement of in- 
criminating “ papers.” True enough, the Spartan 
father of the deserting leading man made a 
dramatic exit, followed by a shot. Unfortu- 
nately for the play, if not for the Spartan 
father, the shot missed. If a German guard- 
master cannot hit himself, what unimportant 
thing would he do to a belligerent Frenchman, 
for instance? 

The difficulty is tnaat “The Affair in the Bar- 
racks”’ is a play for Germany, where the army 
is an institution, not a diversion. Unquestion- 
ably many subtle criticisms of German army 
life are projected in the story, but to the blithe 
American, who does not take his patriotism 
seriously, they mean nothing. We know little 
about evil corporals who slink around seeking 
what harm they may do to noble privates who 
are in love with the fascinating female off- 
spring of o.luer noncommissioned functionaries: 
We know less about jAandsome, upstanding, 
titled cavtains who imkervene sepulchrally and 
gracefuliy (iscomyt the villain in the end. But 
if we knew everything that might happen in 
the tranquil precincts of Fort Sheridan, for 
instance, we would ask that it be told to us 
with more drama and less conversation. Mr. 
Thomas, in “ Arizona,” let,us see the stress and, 
if memory serves, the gun plays that follow 
the introduction of sex into the Hfe of officers 
in tne American army. Mr. McLellan merely 
talks about them iand, moreover, talks about 
them stupidly. “The Affair tn the Barracks” 
is merely like one of those tales in the popular 
magazines which one begins hopefully but does 
not finish. In the argot of the Union Loop, 
there is nothing doing. 

Briefly, “The Affair in the Barracks” is 
about a tense, theatrical, romantic recruit who 
is in love \with the enticing lady who has at- 
tracted the affection of a sinister corporal. 
This sinister corporal discovers the romantic 
recruit discreetly caressing his heroine, and 
in the canteen he makes it a matter of scandal. 
There is a lot of trouble of one sort and an- 
other, but! it is subservient to the author's 
passion for comic @tmosphere. In the end the 
lovers fade into fhe customary last act em- 
brace while the disturbing factor, bereft of 
his sword, is marched off to prison. Mr. Tyler, 
who is the hope of the theater in America, so 
generous is he in ithe matter of cast and in- 
vestiture, {s, one fears, involved in error so 
far as “The Affair in the Barracks” is con- 
cerned. The play’ could not be acted better. 
The scenes could mot be painted more faith- 
fully. He has put his pile of caips on the 
wrong number, and he is a game loser. ~The 
‘Affair in the Barracks” is acted, as indicated, 
accurately, in the cast printed above.

This list was reganded by the audience Sat- 
urday evening as an entertaining formulary, 
and while there were no wild salvos of ap- 
plause—with apologies tu Mr. Taylor’s ¢can- 
ning establishment—there were many  evi- 
dences of amusement given by the numerous 
audience in attendance. Since the errand of 
Mr. Foy, the star, and the others concerned 
in the enterprise is to bestow a care free 
evening upon the normal multitude, the senti- 
ments of a captious professional are of no 
import. Many amateur experts vouchsafed the 
information after the performance that “ Over 
the River” was a pretty good show. That, 
perhaps, is a prudent classification of the 
affair. So, in timid reiteration, “Over the 
River” is a pretty good show, 

Of Mr. Foy, who is the newsiest element in- 
voived, it may be said that he is to be seen 
in his most depressed, if not his most depress- 
ing manifestation. For some reason or other, 
known to all who are familiar with the 
ancient farce, “ The Man from Mexico,” he is 
imprisoned in a musical comedy bridewell. 
Therein he is permitted, by the excruciating 
Mr. Hobart, to mourn, comically, about nis 
predicament. Against a background of cells 
and chorus men in stripes, he observes, with 
profound melancholy, that “there are bars all 
around me and I can’t get a drink.” To the 
solicitous warden—Warden Vokes, as Mr. 
Hobart merrily christens him—Mr. Foy re- 
marks that he likes hers prison clothes all 
right, but he can’t wear them OUT. “Shut 
up.”” says Warden Vokes, becoming impatient. 
And Mr. Foy comes back with the fleet re- 
joinder, “I AM shut up.” 

That practically concludes Mr. Hobart’s por- 
tion of the entertainment, so one passes on 
to Miss Jennetta Mathven, the high singer, 
In the program are to be found the affidavits 
of Dr. Ziegfeld and Mr. Maurice Devries that 
Miss Methven out-Yaws Miss Ellen Beach 
Yaw—that, in fact, the renowned Peschka 
Leutner, whoever he or she may be, at the 
Boston peace jubilee in 1872, was able to 
reach only a paltry @ above high C, while 
Miss Methven has a record of three notes 
higher. It seemed Saturday evening that Miss 
Methven now and then went even a shade in 
excess Of what the music called for—but 
what #48 mere harmony when compared to a 
top note? “Love Me and the World Is Mine” 
is the ballad chosen by Miss Methven for the 
exhibition of her prowess, with mandolin and 
guitar accompaDimen,., and as a matter of re- 
assurance it is to be said that she does not 
sing the words. It is rather exciting, this 
feat, but there was a fat tenor in the Lew 
Dockstader show who, I believe, in a song 
entitled “Marguerite,” touched spots never 
dreamed of by Miss Methven. Mr. Gunn prom- 
ises to hearken to Miss Methven later in the 
week, and all bets may be referred to his de- 
cision in the matter. 

With Mr. Ziegfeld, Jr. Mr. Charles Dilling- 
ham and Mr. Julian Mitchell in collaboration as 
to the material aspects of the entertainment, 
it was to be expected that “Over the River” 
would be the last word in color, form, beauty, 
and grace. This is a triune of the masters of 
musical comedy environment. And they do 
ratherewell; for the young women exhibited are 
smart and decoroys, and they move in and out 
of the play in pleasing accompaniment to the 
score and the libretto. Miss Maude Lambert, who 
now and then threatens to be as amusing as 
Miss Blanche Ring, enters and exits with pleas- 
ing frequency and sings, also. So does Miss 
Edna Hunter, who-—satirizes the alleged sym- 
pathy of women for Genvicts. The second act, 
placed in a penitentiary, is, no, doubt, a bit 
grewsome to those who believe that chorus men 
have a reason for existence in the theater: but 
to others who know otherwise it is a deligntful 
symbol,

Darwinism Defended _ 
by Bishop Hamilton.

OLIET, Ill, Oct. 1.—[Special.J—*“ This is 
not only an age of faith but one of cre- 
dulity,” said Bishop J. W. Hamilton in his 
sermon before the Rock River conference 
this morning in the Ottawa Street church, 
“An eminent writer has put out a book’ on 
‘A Gospel for an Age of Dovbt.’ He was out 
of date. The people will accept the cheanest 
kind of stuff for a religion. 
* * Darwin was not an atheist. Real Dar- 
winism was not a theory of the act of crea- 
tion, but simply the process of it. It was an 
explanation as to how the work was done with- 
out taking from God the honor that belongs to 
him as creator. If people would only read 
Darwin himself and not adopt some blather- 
skite Darwinian theory, they would see that 
he was no atheist.” 

Bishop Hamilton preached from the text 
Judges v., 20: “I have a message of God 
unto thee.” In explaining the surroundings of 
is text he said: 

“In these days people read the Bible so 
carelessly that it becomes necessary to tell 
the story before drawing lessons from it. if 
we would be more careful to discriminate be- 
tween the human and divine in the Bible, 
there would be less occasion or ground for 
bibical criticism.”

“The man of business, whether he is a banker, 
butcher, or baker, who comes to his home 
s0 much occupied with his business thoughts 
and plans that he is not a husband to his wife 
nor a father te his children, but only the man 
of business, is a pauper though he. should 
accumulate a million dollars. The purpose of 
life is not the accumulation of money but !r 
the formation of a righteous character. 

“ Some of the biggest men in our pulpits have 
gone down under sin. No man can by eloquence 
stand 'ong in a pulpit if he has lost his char- 
acter. Why should men pile up money for 
drunken sons-in-law to squander? Give while 
you have ability to give the proper . direction 
to your wealth and can put it to some use that 
will be of value to the world.” 

Bishop Hamilton said that he began preach- 
ing before he was of age, and that. in one of his 
early assignments, he had a circuit of thirteen 
preaching places, requiring forty miles of travel 
to make the rounds. He preached, he said, an 
average of a sermon every other day for two 
years and wore out two horses in his travels. 
_ Preceding Bishop Hamilton’s sermon, the 


Rev. Joseph Wardle celebrated the’ fiftieth 
anniversary of his reception into the Rock 
River conference by leading the love) feast. 
Several of the ministers and laymen whg spoke 
in the meeting dated their membership in the 
church forty, fifty, and one of them sixty-two 
years ago, but no one except the Rev. Mr. Wur- 
die claimed a membership of half a century 
in tais particular conference.

At the close of the love feast the Rev. Will- 
iam Craven took the platform and read a let- 
ter from) Bishop W. §. Lewis of China, now 
visiting this country, which appealed for aid 
for the Rev. Ira C. Cartwright, a member of 
the Rock River conference, now sick in a aani- 
tarium in Battle Creek, Mich. Bishop Lewis 
accompanied his appeal by his own pledge of 
$25. The Rey. Mr. Cartwright was for many 
years a missionary in Mexico. A_ collection 
amounting to $315 was taken for him. It is 
expected that this will be increased tomorrow 
to $500. This gift is in addition to the amount 
which he will receive from the regular fund for 
conference claimants. :

‘Celebration of Yom Kippur, the most sacred 
h@liday of the Jewish year, began last night 
at sunset. Throughout the city services were 
held in the synagogues. All day today the 
observance of the holiday will continue. 

Jewish families began preparation for the 
heliday with feasts, entertainments, and family 
rgunions, But at sunset last night the tivi- 
ties ceased and the solemn processions to the 
synagogues began. 

‘Today's celebration completes the peniten- 
tial period of ten days, which began with the 
Jewish New Year's day. Observance of the 
day began with last evening's services, which 
are called Kol Nidra, and will end today with 
the Nellah or closing service. The twenty-four 
hours’ worship ends with a solemn invocation, 
the Shema, and the seven-fold exclamation, 
“The Lord, he is God.” The modern celebra- 
tions are the outgrowth of biblical ceremo- 
nials.

Raise Fund Quickly for Church. 


The fifty-first anniversary yesterday of the 
First United Presbyterian church, Central Park 
avenue and Congress street, was observed and 
$1,500 was subscribed for the payment of the 
church's debts. The sum was raised in twenty- 
five minutes, which amounts to $72 a minute 

The Rev. James E. Walker. pastor of the 
church, made an interesting and convincing ad- 
dress entitled “ The Church Needed for Today.” 
The church officials had {mprovements costing 
cver $1,500 made on the building last summer. 

Eagi anniversary the officials have some de- 
vice arranged in front of the congregation 
which records each money offer and which 
shows how much more is needed to fill the bili. 
The “pyramid” device was used last year. The 
pyramid was simply a drawing on a large piece 
of thick paper, arranged conspicuously to every 
one’s vision. When each square in the pyramid 
was marked, the amount was $700. On the 
lower squares were recorded the large subscrip- 
tions. The top block was $1. 

The “clock” system was used this vear. The 
clock was four feet in diameter. It was placed 
on the pulpit and set at 12 o'clock. Every time 
there was an offcring of $1 the minute hand 
would move. If $20 was subscribed the clock 
hand would advance tWenty minutrx. When the 
minute hand had made the entire trip round, 
the hour hand would move ahead.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


The Golden Quince. 


HE quince has a long history. It ts sup- 
posed to be the golden apple of the an- 
clients. It is now an exceptional fruit, in 
that we use it only for preserves and 
jellies, but formerly it was baked and 
stewed. On the whole, it is an economical 
fruit, both because there is so little of ‘t 
wasted in using it and becraise its flavor may 
be so extended—being exceptionally strong. 
That rare old apple, the pound sweet, is 
now in the market, and there is. no better 
apple for any sort of preserve than this. It 
may be combined with almost any sort of 
fruit juice, and in every case, if sufficiently 
cooked, will make an excellent preserve, but 
is especially good with the quince pecause it 
is almost as hard as that fruit and will there- 
fore «eep its shape, 


i. 

In extending quinces with apples it is best 
to use sweet anples for preserves but sour ones 
for jellies. 

“I'nless vou are willing to take pains and 
a good deal of time and sugar, leave quinces 
off your list,” says an old writer on quince 
preserving, adding that the great orange 
quinces are the best and the only kind that 
seems to compensate for the ‘\abor incident to 
preserving. 

A part of her method is all right for today. 
She says: “The polishing process comes first, 
for if one would extract the entire virtues of 
her fruit the parings must be saved. The down 
thoroughly rubbed off and the blossom end re- 
moved, with any microscopic spots of decay, 
the fruit may be pared. If any portion of the 
liquid {s to be used for jelly the seeds must 
be removed, as they impart a ropy oauality to 
the sirup.

The good fellowship and keenness of the 
members was most noticeable and it wasan 
eye opener to any one who has not studied the 
sport to see the great rivalry evoked in such 
a quiet, refined sport. I was introduced to 
Mr. Linden, who holds the record for eight 
consecutive Cfean hits, and he nearly rivaled 
his best, making seven hits tn all, six being 
consecutive. 

There are four such clubs altogether in Chi- 
cago, the first city in the world to recognize 
the sport, Garfield park being the venue of 
the first competition. There are nineteen 
fishing clubs in al! in different parts of Amer- 
fica. H. Wheeler Perce is the president 
of the National Association of Scientific 
Angling clubs, which society governs al! the 
angling clubs and settles the terms and ar- 
rangements of their competitions, thus bring- 
ing them all under one contro! and making 
the competitions a subject of great rivalry 
among the clubs. Real fishing parties are 

ade up by membera to suit themselves, and 
during the summer many delightful! fishing 
parties are formed and go out tothe different 


streams and lakes which are most prolific in 


fish. 
Anglers of Anglo-Saxon Origin. 


When introduced to the members of the 
two clubs it was noticeable that most of the 
mames were of Anglo-Saxon origin, in fact 
with the exception of Mr. de Gama this was. 
the case. and I understand that it is more 
particularly the Anglo-Saxon race who go in 
for the delightful sport of fishing. 

The flycasting competition was also most 
/interesting, but the wind and some rain 
rather spoiled the finest work. It is really 
wonderful what varied sports one finds in 
the smal) and large parks of Chicago, and 
whatever a man’s tastes are, it appears to 
me he can get suited, and go to these beauti- 
ful parks and indulge to his heart's content 
in his favorite pastime. 

I believe it is only in America that bait 
angling has actually been reduced to a 
science. We have such clubs in England 
and Australia, but on the whole America is 
far ahead, and new clubs are continually

In Iowa the total value of the field crops is 
Placed at $305,331,000 in 1911, against $243,- 
000,000 in 1910, the shortage in the crops being 
Offset by higher prices now prevailing. 

The corn crop is estimated at 250,000,000 bu 
In Iowa, against 355,000.000 bu a year ago. 
While the crop is more than 100,000,000 bu 
short of the 1910 yield, the price of corn at 
present on the farms-is about 55c against 37@ 
88 a year ago. 

The Iowa oats crop is estimated at about 
117,000,000 bu. compared to 168,000,000 bu a 
yeer ago. The value of the crop is about 
943,000,000, compared to $45,421.000 last year. 
Timothy seed prices are unusually high, and 
the value of the crop is placed at’ $52,000,000. 
The fruit crop is enormous, the value being 
estimated at $25,000,000, against only $3.000,- 
000 last year. |
